The vouchers will cover the cost of connecting 
to an improved broadband service to boost broad¬ 
band speeds from 2Mbps, or under, to a minimum 


of 10Mbps. 

A CDS spokesperson said: “The scheme will pro¬ 
vide a subsidy of up to £500, in the form of a 
voucher code, to fund the installation of a new 
broadband connection which will be available for 
at least the next twelve months. 

“Eligible residents and businesses that are in re¬ 
ceipt of a voucher code can choose redeem the 
voucher with one of suppliers listed on the Con¬ 
necting Devon and Somerset website, with every 
solution guaranteeing a minimum of 10Mbps 
download speed. 

“To date, over 260 residents and businesses have 
applied for vouchers, with the number increasing 
every day.” Seven broadband suppliers are cur¬ 
rently registered on the CDS scheme offering a va¬ 
riety of technology solutions including fibre to the 
home, wireless and satellite. 

The spokesperson added: “CDS is in discussions 
with other suppliers, so it’s possible that even more 
suppliers will eventually join the scheme offering 
residents and businesses even more choice. 

“Residents and businesses in receipt of a voucher 
will still be entitled to a superfast broadband con¬ 
nection under phase 2 of the CDS programme - a 
procurement process for which is expected to 
launch in the summer.” 

Somerset County Council member David Hall 
added: “This voucher scheme offers residents and 
businesses yet to benefit from the CDS Programme 
immediate access to improved broadband. 

“The benefits will be felt across both Devon and 
Somerset and offers residents and businesses on 


some of the slowest connections a real boost in 
speeds. 

“We’ve been working hard to overcome the chal¬ 
lenges of connecting rural areas and this scheme is 
the product of feedback and extensive engagement 
with suppliers. 

“Based on this, a panel of suppliers has already 
been put in place, and more will be added as and 
when is necessary. 

“We will ensure that the Voucher Scheme oper¬ 
ates as efficiently as possible for both the supplier 
and consumer, as part of our commitment to pro¬ 
vide consumers with the choice and excellent 
broadband provision that they deserve.” 

David Hennell, Business Development Director 
at Satellite Internet said: “We have been working 
closely with CDS for a couple of years and we are 
delighted to be working with CDS on their Basic 
Broadband scheme. “Satellite Internet is offering 
broadband over a satellite connection, providing 
fast and robust connectivity to those hardest-to- 
reach properties that simply can’t be serviced by 
any other means. 

“We are involved in several broadband rollout 
schemes in the UK and we find reassuring that 
CDS has examined existing schemes, adopted the 
best parts and further improved upon them by cre¬ 
ating its own program.”

From the editor's chair 


Concerns over late-night violence 



THOSE of us fortunate enough to live in this area 
know and appreciate that it is a relatively crime- 
free area. 

We also appreciate that police budgets are 
under pressure and the days of our streets being 
policed at night belong to another age. 

Ask anyone about the police and 99 per cent 
say they want to see a greater presence on our 
streets. It’s not going to happen. 

Whilst crime figures are still relatively low in 
Pulman’s Country, the number of late-night 
violent incidents is a concern to many. 

This newspaper - and others - get frequent 
calls from readers about anti-social behavior 
when the pubs turn out and in Axminster espe¬ 
cially there have been a number of disturbing 
incidents in recent times. 

Reports on crime figures are provided on a 
regular basis to our councils. At one time a po¬ 
lice officer would attend to present these reports 
and answer any concerns expressed by coun¬ 
cilors. Reduced staffing levels don’t allow for 
this to happen, although on occasions PCSOs do 
attend. 

At the April meeting of Axminster Town Coun¬ 
cil the police report highlighted that incidents of 
violence and anti-social behavior were proving 
to be a problem. 


This newspaper is aware of a recent violent at¬ 
tack on a local resident which caused serious in¬ 
juries that necessitated hospital treatment. The 
attack was witnessed by an independent third 
party. It took two weeks before the injured per¬ 
son was interviewed by the police who decided 
that no action would be taken. 

There was an incident a couple of years ago 
when an Axminster resident was attacked out¬ 
side a pub and suffered such severe injuries that 
a metal plate had to be inserted in his head. His 
life was in the balance. Again, no action was 
taken. 

Police will argue that we don’t know the full 
facts but it is disturbing to think that such hor¬ 
rific injuries can be inflicted on our streets late 
at night with no consequence to those who 
commit such violent acts. 

Another newspaper reported last week that 
late-night revellers in Axminster are making 
life a misery for town centre residents. They 
were too frightened to give their names for fear 
of retribution. 

Don’t get me wrong, I believe the police do a 
wonderful job under difficult circumstances, but 
by their own admission increase in violent in¬ 
cidents are becoming an issue.

WEST Hill representatives on Ottery St Mary 
Town Council have called for an Extraordinary 
General Meeting (EGM) after it was announced 
that there would be public meetings to discuss 
the village's move for independence and to help 
residents better understand the implications of 
the split. 

At the EGM council members will be discussing 
whether there will be a panel of town councillors, 
approving who will be making any representation 
on behalf of Ottery St Mary Town Council, and 
agreeing speaking rights for members of the public. 


WH SMITH has been chosen as the preferred 
destination for the relocation of Honiton's post 
office, and a consultation period has been set up 
for the public to have their say on the proposed 
changes. 

The Post Office announced plans back in Janu¬ 
ary that they were looking to close their crown 
branch in Honiton - with general opinion being 
that WH Smith was the most likely new home for 
the town's post office, as the company already 
operates more than a 100 post office counters 
across the UK. 

The move is planned for August and the new lo¬ 
cation at WH Smith would offer nearly ten extra 
hours of service, as well as being open seven days 


a week. 


SEATON mayor Councillor Tony Woodman will 
not seek a second term in office, saying it will be 
easier to speak his mind from the backbenches. 

His intention to stand down was confirmed in a 
statement, in which he said: "I feel a year in office 
is enough and I will not be seeking a second term 
or any other high office on the council. 

"I will remain on the town council to represent 
those who elected me, but it will be on the back¬ 
benches from where I can say what I think and 
push for the things I believe important to the town. 

Some ‘insiders' believe that current deputy 
mayor (and former mayor) Peter Burrows will be 
selected as mayor during the town council meet¬ 
ing in May.

Swanmead Community School pupil Aidan Upshall 
won the annual Bradley Cullen Youth Citizen of 
Ilminster award in recognition of his brave and posi¬ 
tive attitude following the sudden loss of his dad 
Gavin. 


“Aidan has been very brave in supporting his mum 
and brothers following the sudden loss of his dad,” 
said the mayor. 

“He has also raised funds for an epilepsy charity and 
his friends are very proud of him.” 

Aidan helped to raise the most ever money in a 
charity cake sale at Swanmead which - supported by 
Daniel Baker and others - amassed £433.50. 

There were smiles all round when Aidan received 
his award from the mayor who held back the tears as 
she presented it to him, along with Mark and Tash 
Cullen, the parents of Bradley Cullen, whom the 
award is named after. 

Bradley, a student at Wadham School in Crewkerne, 
having previously been a pupil at Swanmead in Ilmin¬ 
ster, died in 2013 at the age of 15 having lived with 
Duchenne Muscular Dystrophy. 

Bradley’s brother Jake was also on hand at the 
awards ceremony to congratulate Aidan on his award. 

There were tears all round when Jannine Cox was 
presented with the Mayor’s Award in recognition of 
her tireless contribution to both the young and old of 
Ilminster.

Longer trading hours for new post office 


THE Post Office will offer significantly longer 
trading hours when its Crewkerne town centre 
branch re-opens in a new location. 

Crewkerne Post Office has been closed since 
January 2016 because the landlord requested 
to have the premises back. 

A search for alternative premises has re¬ 
sulted in a plan to provide a branch within Dai- 
lyz Tech, 11 Market Street.The decision has 
been made subject to a six-week public con¬ 
sultation. 

A Post Office spokesperson said: “To quickly 
restore a service to our customers, we have 
made the decision to re-open Crewkerne Post 
Office at this new location - a family-run shop 
which specialises in phone and computers - 
games equipment and repairs. 

“We have begun a six-week public consulta¬ 
tion, which ends on June 1st. 

“We welcome your feedback on the new 
branch. In order to restore Post Office services 
to our customers in Crewkerne, the new serv¬ 
ice may open during or soon after the end of 
consultation. However, this does not affect the 
period of public consultation. 

“Post Office services will be delivered from 
three modern counters - one full-screened, 
one open-planned and another open-plan 
counter integrated into the retail counter of the 
store." 

Services will be provided throughout the 
shop’s opening hours: Monday to Saturday 
9am to 8pm and Sunday 10am to 8pm. 

The spokesperson added: “This will be an 
extra 10 hours a week of Post Office service 
than previously offered including all-day Sun¬ 
day. 

“The branch would also close significantly 
later. These changes would make it far more 
convenient for customers to visit." 

Post Office Regional Network Manager 
Simon Drinkwater added: “We are delighted to 
soon be restoring Post Office services to 


Crewkerne. Just like the vast majority of 
branches, this branch will be run alongside the 
operator’s retail businesses, which helps the 
sustainability of the branch and its long-term 
future." 

The Post Office is inviting customers and in¬ 
terested parties to give their comments on the 
move in the public consultation. 

The spokesperson said: “During the public 
consultation, Post Office welcomes feedback 
on any issues customers would like considered 
before a final decision is taken on this pro¬ 
posal."

“Town criers have a long and hon¬ 
ourable history in Britain, originating 
in the office of Bellman who informed 
the local populations of the decrees of 
their overlords, initially Normans 
telling the Saxon populace what was 
required. 

“Thus, the criers were regarded as 
messengers of authority descending 
from the Crown and it became a trea¬ 
sonable offence to interfere or hinder 


their work. For this reason, many 
were accompanied by escorts to pro¬ 
tect them. 

“Fortunately, we are far more re¬ 
laxed about such matters today and 
the office of town crier has become 
more of a social function with the es¬ 
corts much more decorative than the 
original threatening presence.” 

Distinguished guests at the event 
will be Lord Cameron of Dillington and 
Tony Walker, Deputy Mayor of Ilmin¬ 
ster. 

During the interval, when the criers 
will take a well-earned lunch break to 
rest their tonsils, there will be addi¬ 
tional entertainment in the Town 
Square with singers and majorettes.

People used to come in and 
book for their hair cut, and often got more than 
they bargained for when he passed on a mes¬ 
sage from their loved one. Steve was always 
the busiest stylist, and had a 6 week waiting 
list if people didn’t re-book immediately, and 
says “I often wonder if they kept coming back 
for my ability as a hair stylist, or the possibility 
that they might receive a message from a rela¬ 
tive who had passed away!” 

He now gives messages of re-assurance to 


people who have lost their loved ones, and by 
communicating with them, helps them under¬ 
stand that life continues, just simply in a dif¬ 
ferent dimension. One lady’s mum came 
through to her in one of Steves messages, and 
said to the daughter “don’t forget the brown 
Prada handbag on Friday”. The lady replied 
“I’m putting it in my mums coffin on Friday, 
she only died 5 days ago”. Who would know 
this information? 

Steve has raised tens of thousands of pounds 
for charities over the years, £50000 for his 
local hospice in Wakefield, £5000 for MacMil¬ 
lan Support, and most recently our current 
total for PACT - a charity that helps terminally 
ill children and their parents across the country 
- is almost £21000. He is dedicated to raising 
funds and awareness for this charity.

5 TIPS ABOUT ELECTRIC UNDERFLOOR HEATING 


ONE: An electric underfloor heating system (also 
known as a dry system) radiates heat through a se¬ 
ries of wires in the floor. It's either a mat, which 
is best for large spaces because it can be rolled out 
to cover an entire floor, or a cable/loose-fit system 
(individual wires). This is a flexible solution for 
smaller and awkwardly shaped rooms, such as 
bathrooms, where there's no need to heat the floor 
under the basin and bath. Heating mats should be 
laid on a finished subfloor, such as plywood, and 
encased in a flexible levelling compound or flex¬ 


ible tile adhesive, while 
cable/loose-fit systems should 
be encased in the finishing screed of a concrete 
floor. 

TWO: One of the benefits of underfloor heating 
is that there's more free wall space than with ra¬ 
diators. Another benefit is that the room is heated 
more evenly - with radiators, you get cold spots. 
Radiant heat (produced by underfloor heating) is 
the most efficient form of heat distribution, and 
airborne dust is greatly reduced, which is 
good for allergy sufferers. Underfloor 
heating works at a lower temperature to 
radiators, so a well-insulated home is vital 
to prevent heat loss (see below). 

THREE: Electric underfloor systems can 
work with most types of floor covering 
(check when you buy if in doubt), from 
carpet, vinyl and wood, to ceramic tiles 
and natural stone, but it's important to get 
the right wattage. A 100W mat can be 
used to take the chill off cold floor tiles, 
while a 150W mat can be used as a pri¬ 
mary heating source, providing adequate 
insulation is in place. For areas of high 
heat loss, such as conservatories, a 200W 


mat is needed. You can adjust 
the temperature easily from a 
thermostat (a smart thermostat can be controlled 
by an app) and independently of your home's cen¬ 
tral heating system - electric underfloor heating is 
ideal for warming a cold bathroom floor when the 
central heating's off. 

FOUR: A poorly insulated home loses lots of 
heat, reducing the effectiveness of any underfloor 
heating system. If the floor isn't insulated suffi¬ 
ciently, for example, the underfloor heating will 
heat the earth below, as well as 
the room above, which no one 
wants. Whether you're fitting an 
electric or wet underfloor sys¬ 
tem, ensure you insulate under 
the heating elements sufficiently, 
and insulate elsewhere in the 
home as much as possible to get 
maximum benefit. 

FIVE: If you're a competent and 
experienced DIYer, you could fit 
electric underfloor heating your¬ 
self, as long as a qualified electri¬ 
cian connects the system to the 
mains supply and thermostat.

HOW-TO TIP: Fillers, even ones designed for 
deep gaps, usually need to be built up in layers to 
get a good finish. Wood filler tends to dry quickly, 
but may not be as hard as it seems if the repair's 
deep - sanding it is the acid test. Similarly, wall 
filler (even a quick-drying one) may take much 
longer than the recommended time to harden fully, 
especially if you've had to build it up, so allow 
plenty of time before sanding or the filler may sag.

All-new 197mph Audi R8 Spyder raises the roof at Audi City London 


A LANDMARK Audi location in the heart 
of London is the fitting backdrop for the 
UK debut of a new generation of the 
convertible super sports car lauded as a 
milestone for Vorsprung durch Technik - 
the all-new Audi R8 Spyder has taken 
centre stage for selected media guests 
at Audi City in Piccadilly. Appealing to 
purists with its naturally aspirated V10 
power, and to technophiles with sophis¬ 
ticated new features including the fully 
digital Audi Virtual Cockpit, the latest 
open-air R8 is not only more powerful 
and quicker against the clock, but also 
even more tightly pinned to challenging 


roads thanks in part to a 50 per cent im¬ 
provement in torsional rigidity. 

The key point of differentiation be¬ 
tween Coupe and Spyder R8 models is of 
course the lightweight cloth hood, which 
tapers into two fins that stretch the cloth 
so that the roof harmonises perfectly 
with the dramatic lines of the high-per¬ 
formance sports car. Opening and clo¬ 
sure is fully automated, and at speeds of 
up to 31mph the hood can be slickly con¬ 
cealed beneath the sculpted integral 
cover, or reattached to shield occupants 
from a sharp shower, in just 20 seconds. 
TTie rear window, sunk into the bulkhead, 


can also be retracted and extended at 
the touch of a button. 

The strong backbone of the new R8 
Spyder is the newly developed multi-ma¬ 
terial Audi Space Frame (ASF) which in¬ 
corporates an intelligent mix of aluminium 
and carbon fibre that helps to keep dry 
weight down to just 1,612kg. Aluminium 
components make up a fraction under 80 
per cent of the weight. They form a lattice 
that Audi’s engineers have used to incor¬ 
porate specific reinforcements especially 
into the sills, A-pillars and windscreen 
frame. Combined with innovative manu¬ 
facturing methods that lower the weight 
of individual components by up to ten per 
cent, these pare the weight of the body 
back to just 208 kilograms and boost tor¬ 
sional rigidity by over 50 per cent com¬ 
pared with the previous model. 

Strong motorsport DNA: the V10 
power unit 

The even greater structural integrity 
provides an even more effective operat¬ 
ing environment for a new iteration of 
the potent mid-mounted ten-cylinder 
engine. The latest V10 retains the purity 
of natural aspiration but adds advanced 
features such as dual injection and a 
freewheeling mode which enables it to 
‘decouple’ whenever possible to opti¬ 
mise response and improve fuel econ¬ 
omy by ten per cent. 540PS of power 
and 540 Nm (398.3 Ib-ft) of torque at 
6,500 rpm deliver phenomenal road per¬ 
formance, with the 0 to 62mph sprint 
taking just 3.6 seconds on the way to a 
top speed of 197mph, but the latest R8 
Spyder is also capable of returning up to 
24.1mpg, corresponding to 277 grams 


C02 per kilometre. 

Behind the V10 there is a seven-speed 
S tronic dual-clutch transmission deliv¬ 
ering lightning-fast shifts, which chan¬ 
nels power to a newly designed quattro 
drive system with an electro-hydrauli- 
cally activated multi-plate clutch at the 
front axle. It can distribute drive fully 
variably according to the situation, and in 
extreme cases can transfer up to 100 
percent to the front or rear wheels. 

The intelligent control system is incor¬ 
porated into the Audi drive select sys¬ 
tem, which offers four modes ranging 
from overtly dynamic to comfort-ori¬ 
ented. In conjunction with the optional 
R8 performance leather steering wheel, 
three more driving programs are avail¬ 
able: dry, wet and snow. They make han¬ 
dling even more precise and stable, to 
match the specific conditions of the road 
being travelled. 

The controls place the focus squarely 
on the driver, who can operate all impor¬ 
tant functions with the multifunction and 
satellite push-buttons without having to 
take hands off the steering wheel or look 
away from the road. The large 12.3-inch, 
fully digital Audi virtual cockpit presents 
all information using rich 3D graphics. 

TTie internet-based services delivered 
by Audi connect come as standard in the 
R8 Spyder, as does the intuitively oper¬ 
ated MMI navigation plus with MMI 
touch, the Audi Music Interface and belt 
microphones which make it even easier 
to use natural-language voice control 
and the phone. MMI search, which makes 
search suggestions after input of just 
the first few letters, offers a shortcut to 


the required information. 

The Audi smartphone interface, which 
made its debut in the Q7 and A4 model 
lines, is also adopted by the second gen¬ 
eration R8 Spyder. It enables selected 
content from compatible iOS and An¬ 
droid smartphones to be displayed by 
the Audi virtual cockpit. The Audi phone 
box can also be specified to connect mo¬ 
bile phones to the car aerial and charge 
them inductively. The Bang & Olufsen 
Sound System is another highlight: For 
the first time, it plays through two head 
restraint loudspeakers mounted in each 
seat, for an excellent audio experience 
even when driving with the hood down. 

Largely hand-built 

The build quality of the new R8 Spyder, 
which is largely hand-built at a special 
facility near Neckarsulm, Germany, is of 
the highest standard. Over and above 
the extensive standard equipment, cus¬ 
tomers have almost unlimited scope to 
tailor both the interior and exterior to 
their individual preferences. Body com¬ 
ponents such as the front spoiler, the 
diffuser and the new sideblades are also 
available in carbon. LED headlights with 
newly developed laser technology can 
be added as an alternative to the stan¬ 
dard all-LED headlights to maximise vis¬ 
ibility and range for the driver, bringing 
increased safety at night. 

TTie all-new R8 Spyder is making an 
early curtain call in London before be¬ 
coming available to order later this 
spring. TTie first examples of the open- 
air super sports car will reach UK cus¬ 
tomers in late 2016.
